WHICH  w\K  AS  roi.i.ows  : 
'•  The  Committee  api)ointed  to  examine  and  report  upon   tlie  By-Laws  of  the  Council 
big  leave  to  report  as  fcdlows  : — 

A  cursory  attempt  to  jierfonn  the  duty  assigned  to  your  Committee  has  been  suflieient 
to  show  that  urgent  necessity  erists  for  the  adoption  of  some  plan  by  which  a  collection 
and  if  necessary  a  revision  of  certain  By-Laws  be  made  it  has  been  customary  to  enter 
the  By-Laws  in  tlie  Keeords  of  the  Council  and  to  print  them  in  the  proceedings.  Ne- 
glect to  number  or  indorse  them,  however,  made  it  difficult  in  course  of  time  to  a.seertaiu 
what  regulations  were  in  forei!,  and  wms  the  cause  of  the  constantly  increasing  confusion 
which  follows. 

At  present  the  onl}-  means  of  ascertaining  what  liy-Laws  are  actually  In  force  is  liy  an 
examination  of  the  County  Records  or  the  printed  proceedings  extending  over  a  period 
of  twenty-seven  years ;  and  from  tlie  facts  that  in  the  former  all  By-Law.s  Jiave  not  been 
numl)ered  .and  that  an  unbroken  collection  of  the  latter  cannot  be  procured,  it  is  impos- 
sible even  by  such  tedious  process  to  ascertain  what  the  Municipal  Law  relative  to  cer- 
tain matters  really  is. 

Those  By-Laws  that  had  a  temporary  eftect  only  have  eciised  to  be  of  any  importance, 
while  others  that  were  intended  to  legalize  and  make  known  Municipal  Regulations 
which  are  continuous,  should  be  embodied  in  a  form  accessible  and  intelligible  to  those 
who  arc  required  to  act  under  thrir  nrovisions. 

I. — Your  Committee  recommend  (hat  a colln  lion  and  arrangement  in  convenient  form 
be  made  of  all  Ij3'-Liiws  which  as  a  Record  or  in  any  other  way  may  effect  the  interests 
of  this  Municipality,  or  of  any  Municipality  within  the  Unit<Hl  Counties,  and  be  indexed 
and  filed  with  the  Records  of  this  Council. 

2. — .That  authority  be  given  f<u-  employment  of  professional  services  to  do  the  W()rk 
suggested,  also  for  the  (Jonsolidation  of  the  By-liaws  openative  at  present,  or  if  it  should 
ai)pearmore  practicable  to  draw  out  a  set  of  By-Laws  giving  effect  to  the  regulations  in- 
tended to  bo  enforced  by  this  Council,  and  that  tiie  work  be  completed  and  submitted  at 
the  October  Session. 

3. — That  the  sj'stem  of  numbering  and  endorsing  By-Laws  be  adopted. ''

pilation  and  (.onsolidatioii  of  tliu  I5y-I,invs  of  tli'-s.;  United  (!uunti(S<.  When  it  is  con- 
sidercrf  that  Koino  live  huiulred  and  fifty  By-Laws  liave  luen  ));us.il  by  tlio  Louncil  since 
the  year  18,")0,  tliat  some  of  them  have  not  In'.'U  in-iiit-d  and  ean  only  Ik,-  referred  to  in 
manuHeript,  that  many  have  hoen  repeah'd  and  anniiided,  but  owing  to  their  not  liaving 
been  printed  and  numbeverl  it  is  diflieult  to  trace  sueli  amen(hnent.s  and  repeals,  that  in 
many  in:<tances  Hy-Law.s  iijitliT  distiiietly  r.'P'jalin!<  nor  amending,'  have-  created  ineon- 
cisteneies,  and  that  there  is  no  sueh  tiling  as  an  analytical  index  or  disjest  to  call  atten- 
tion to  sucli  repeals  or  amendments,  it  will  be  seen  at  once  how  neci'saary  was  tlie  step 
taken  by  tlie  Conncil  at  its  June  Session. 

Xo  sncli  collection  or  consolidation  lias  breii  ni.id  -sin'-e  tlieyear  1848  din'inicthe  time 
of  the  Eastern  District  iriini<i])al  ('ouinil. 

After  duo  dolilxiration  the  only  feasibb-  course  in  (lie  dpiniuu  ot  tlie  Committee  was 
to  print  all  the  By-Laws,  first  having  consolidated  all  those  rebiting  to  tlio  same  subjects, 
amending  where  necessary,  so  as  to  exhibit  and  record  tlu'  unbroken  course  of  legishition, 
under  the  Municipal  Acts  in  these'  rnitedC'ounties,  by  K'^'i'iJ^'  the  series  of  botli  numbi'is 
and  titles  from  the  establishment  of  Municipal  authority  tlieriin,  with  the  sole  distinc- 
tion of  printing  at  length  only  those  liy-Laws  still  in  f'or(  e. 

It  was  also  thought  by  the  Committee  that  inasmuch  as  tlie  material  collected  was 
to  form  a  Record,  an  appropriate  introduction  to  the  same  would  be  a  Schedule  of  the 
names  of  the  members  of  the  Council  and  County  Officials,  thus  rendering  it  a  matter  of 
easy  reference  to  ascertain  on  the  one  hand  the  names  of  the  nienibers  of  the  Council  at 
the  time  any  By-Law  was  passed,  and  to  preserve  on  tln^  otliiu' hand  a  record  of  useful  and 
for  the  most  p;irt  gratuitous  service  renderc^d  to  the  United  Counties  by  their  rejiresenta- 
tivcB  and  ofticiaU,  many  of  whom  have  already  i)assed  away. 

The  CommittL'e  have  had  i)rcparcd  a  By-Law  number  552  in  tlie  series,  containing  a 
list  of  all  repealed  and  amended  By-Laws,  with  amendments  at  length,  and  have  insert- 
ed the  amendments  in  tlieir  [daces  in  the  ditb'rent  By-Laws  withoul  further  reference  or 
comment. 

The  consolidatiiui  of  the  niiiii'ruus  By-liaws  referriiii;'  to  similar  nubjects  has  l)ecn  made 
with  A  careful  endeavor  to  preserve  as  far  as  possible  botii  the  v.drding  and  the  intention 
of  the  original  By-Laws,  wiiich  c'onsolidated  l$y-IiaMs  have  b.'in  siibmitti'd  to  the  Coun- 
cil and  have  been  re-adoptcd.
